As to the extent of Bengal Circle of the Imperial Bank , 
though the area comprised within the said circle is not co 
terminous with that of the West Bongal, the question of 
interiin relief in relation to the employees of the Imperial 
Rank having beon fully argued at Calcutta , we do not 
think that it would be improper or anomalous if any 
interim relief that may be given to the employees of the 
Imperial Bank in the Province of Bengal should be made 
applicable to all the omployees comprised within that 
Circle.

8 . There are at least 6 Awards relating to Banks which 
havo offices or estublishments in West Bengal that have 
alreudy beon given by Tribunals appointed by the Govern 
ment of the said province . Mr. R . Gupta mude an Award 
regarding the Imperial Bank of Iudia which was potified 
by the West Bengal Government on the 4th August 1947. 
Mr. S . K . Sen mude an Award regarding the Central Bank 
of Indict which was rolified on the 23rd December 1947 . 
Mr. M , C . Banerji made an Award concerning the 
(Foogly Bank Ltd . (which is not included in Schedule 1 
to the Nolification of the 13th June 1949 , apparently for 
the reason that it has no branches outsidu Bengal Pro - 
vince ), wbich was notified on the 5th April 1948 . An 
Award made by Mr. P , R . Mukherjee rogarding the 
Hindustan Commercial Bank was notified on the 
3rd August 11948 .

Gupta s Award ), as 
against the corresponding rise of 38 per cent. under the

5 . We think that at least for the purpose of interior 
relief grouping of the Banhs in groups A , B and C as shown 
in Schedule 1 to the notification of the 13th June 1940 is 
desirable .

The difference , which is 18 in one case and 24 in the 
other, cannot be considered oxvossive. There are also 
Arther published series of the cost of living indices . The 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce has been publishing the 
cost of living indices with the base 100 for August 1980 . 
According to those figuros the figure for July 1947 Wils 
286 while that for August 1949 was 357, the differonce 
being 71 , which would constitute a rige of ubout 
88 per cent . over 186 (increase in July 1947 over the base 
of 1989 ). Secondly , the Governinent of West Bengal 
have been publishing in tbeir Montbly Statistical Digest 
figures rolating to the middle class cost of living , the buse 
being 100 for July 31, 1989 .
